Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ny  second  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  of  Y/areham  for  the  year 
1  965 .  Included  in  the  report  is  a  summary  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector's  work  for  the  year,  compiled  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Tanner. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the 

year. 


The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  at  mid  1  9&5  showed  an 
increase  of  80  on  the  mid  1 SQ+  estimate  and  232  on  the  census 
population  of  1  961  . 


Undue  importance  cannot  be  attached  to  the  rates  for  vital 
statistics  but  the  comparative  rates  compare  favourably  with  those 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  It  is  noteworthy  that  there  were 
no  stillbirths  and  no  infant  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  1965* 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  was  unable  to  visit  as  a  matter  of 
routine  food  premises,  offices  and  shops  as  required  by  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  19&3.  The  situation  has  been  eased 
since  the  beginning  of  1966,  by  the  appointment  of  a  Technical 
Assistant . 


Wareham  stands  at  the  gateway  to  the  Isle  of  Purbeck,  but  the 
boundary  is  virtually  the  British  Railways  permanent  way  instead  of 
the  River  Frome.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  level-crossing  gates 
give  rise  to  mental  stress.  The  resulting  mortality  and  morbidity 
cannot  be  estimated  as  accidents  caused  by  motorists  driving 
dangerously  after  frustrating  delays  may  take  place  many  miles  away .

EATER  SUPPLY 

The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Hater  Board  supply  and  distribute 
water  throughout  the  Borough.  The  Worgret  Waterworks  which  belonged 
previously  to  the  Council  obtains  its  supply  from  a  shallow  well  with 
a  high  iron  content.  Its  water  is  pumped  to  the  part  of  the  Borough 
south  of  the  railway  gates  and  east  of  Westport  House.  The  rest  of 
the  Borough  is  supplied  by  "Poole"  water  from  Sturminster  Marshall 
and/or  Corfe  Mullen.  The  water  from  Corfe  Mullen  is  softened  but 
that  from  Sturminster  Marshall  is  not.  Discolourisation  of  water 
in  parts  of  the  Borough  is  due  to  rust  deposited  in  the  pipes  in 
the  past.

Only  the  raw  water  from  Worgret  had  any  plumbo-solvency  and  that 
was  corrected  during  the  iron  removal  process  continuously  applied  at 
the  pumping  station.  During  the  year  the  Board  pumped.  58  gallons 
from  the  Worgret  well. 


Bacteriological  Examination 

Thirty-five  samples  of  the  raw  Worgret  water  were  taken  by  the 
Board's  Inspector,  33  of  which  were  placed  in  Class  I  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health's  bacteriological  classification.  One  sample  was  placed  in 
Class  II  and  one  in  Class  XV.  The  Board's  Inspector  also  took  48 
samples  of  the  distributed  water,  all  of  these  were  placed  in  Class  I 
after  bacteriological  examination. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  took  18  samples  from  consumers'  taps, 
for  bacteriological-  examination  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  service 
in  Dorchester.  Sixteen  of  these  were  reported  as  satisfactory  and  2 
as  unsatisfactory. 
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Chemical  Analyses 


Frequent  checks  of  chlorine  residual  were  made  in  the  control 
of  treatment  plants  and  in  samples  taken  from  mains  and  consumers* 
taps  throughout  the  area  of  supply. 

The  following  analysis  of  the  raw  Worgret  water  was  made  by 
the  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board  on  l6th.  June,  1965  “

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SEWERAGE  AMD  SEWAG-E  DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  a  further  stage  was  reached  in  the  provision 
of  a  Joint  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Sandford  in  conjunction  with  the 
Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District.  A  hearing  was  held  in  respect 
of  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  the  acquisition  of  the  site. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  reported  that  the  Order  had  been 
confirmed. 

The  existing  sewerage  works  are  grossly  overloaded  and  proper 
purification  and  disposal  are  not  possible.  In  addition  the  Borough 
receives  sewage  from  some  60  dwellings  in  the  Bestwall  area  and  some 
60  dwellings  in  the  Carey  Road  area;  a  new  industrial  site  will 
eventually  be  connected.  These  are  all  in  the  Rural  District.

The  sewerage  system  consists  of  three  pumping  stations  situated 
at  South  Bestwall,  North  Bridge  and  Northport.  The  disposal  works 
is  situated  on  eight  acres  of  land  at  Sandford  Lane.  The  Carey 
Estate  is  pumped  into  Carey  Road  and  gravitates  to  the  Northport 
Pumping  Station.  The  new  Council  Estate  at  Sandford  Road  and 
adjoining  private  houses  is  pumped  into  Sandford  Road  and  gravitates 
to  the  Northport  Pumping  Station.

Control  of  Moveable  Dwellings 

There  are  two  caravan  sites  in  the  Borough;  one  is  situated  on  the 
North  Causeway  and  the  lessee  is  permitted  to  station  up  to  l\U  caravans 
including  20  residential;  the  other  is  situated  off  Sandford  Lane  near 
the  Railway  Hotel  and  is  licensed  for  8  caravans.  Both  sites  are 
licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 
The  larger  site  is  provided  with  a  sanitary  block,  drained  to  a  septic 
tank  and  filter  and  this  is  regularly  emptied.  This  site  is  well 
maintained.  The  smaller  site  is  provided  with  all  services  and  each 
caravan  is  connected  individually  to  the  Council's  sewer.  No  complaints 
have  been  received. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council  own  one  "Karrier”  Bantam  Vehicle  and  one  Gibson 
Compression  Vehicle.  House  and  trade  refuse  collections  are  made. 
Collections  have  been  made  on  two  days  in  each  week,  but  it  has  now 
become  necessary  to  spread  the  weekly  collection  over  three  days,  owing 
to  the  increased  amount  of  both  house  and  trade  refuse.  The  service 
seems  to  work  quite  -well  and  few  conplaints  axe  received.  The  refuse 
is  tipped  in  the  Rural  District  and  the  tip  is  now  being  managed  by  a 
private  firm  for  which  a  rental  is  paid. 
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Street  Cleansing 


The  main  streets  are  cleansed  and  swept  daily  and  the  minor 
streets  as  often  as  possible.  Extra  labour  will  be  necessary  when 
the  new  esta.te  roads  are  taken  over.  Residents  will  expect  a 
regular  and  reasonable  cleansing  service.  There  has  been  some 
improvement  in  regard  to  litter  in  the  main  shopping  streets  and  it 
is  hoped  that  this  will  continue. 


Public  Lavatories 

There  are  two  conveniences  in  the  Borough  situated  at  Howards 
Lane  (women  and  men)  and  St.  Johns  Hill  (men  only).  These  are 
cleansed  daily  and  the  Howards  Lane  convenience  is  well  maintained. 
The  St.  Johns  Hill  toilet  is  totally  inadequate  and  is  difficult 
to  properly  maintain.  During  the  summer  months  toilet  facilities 
are  totally  inadequate  and  conditions  acute.  The  Council  propose 
a  new  block  situated  on  the  Quay  and  steps  are  being  taken  to 
acquire  a  site. 


There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  at  the  County  Modem 
School  for  the  use  of  the  pupils.  Seven  samples  of  the  water  in 
the  swimming  bath  were  examined  and  reported  to  be  satisfactory 
bacteriologically. 

Bathing  takes  place  in  the  River  Prome  near  the  Quay  during 
the  summer  months.  A  sample  taken  from  the  centre  of  the  river 
at  low  tide  above  South  Bridge  was  reported  as  being  polluted. 

There  is  no  standard  for  river  water  and  there  is  no  evidence  of 
disease  being  attributable  to  swimming  in  this  river.  A  sample 
taken  from  the  centre  of  the  River  Piddle  above  the  Bridge  at  North 
Mill  was  also  reported  as  being  polluted. 


Smoke  Abatement  and  Clean  Air 


No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Act. 


Petroleum  Regulations  and  Acts. 

Twelve  licenses  are  in  force  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
spirit.  Visits  are  made  to  the  premises  as  often  as  possible. 
There  was  no  cause  for  complaint. 


Disinfestation 


Complaints  were  received  of  cockroaches  in  a  part  of  the  new 
River  H  ouse  Home  at  Streche  Road.  Regular  treatments  are  being 
made  of  the  affected  area.

All  milk  sold  is 
either  pasteurised,  tuberculin  tested  pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested 
as  the  Borough  is  part  of  a  specified  area  under  Section  37  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955.

pkevalznci:  and  control  of  dipdctiqus  disease 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough 
continues  to  remain  low.  No  case  of  diphtheria,  acute  poliolyelitis 
or  enteric  fever  (typhoid  and  paratyphoid)  v/as  notified  during  the 
year.  Also  there  v/as  no  case  of  the  international  quarantinable 
diseases,  i.e.  plague,  cholera,  yellow  fever,  smallpox,  typhus  and 
relapsing  fever. 

The  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  can  be 
attributed  to  the  effective  immunisation  of  infants  and  young  children 
against  these  diseases.  Babies  are  ininunised  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  (lockjaw)  in  the  first  six  months  of  life. 

A  reinforcing  dose  is  given  at  eighteen  months  and  again  against 
diphtheria  and  tetanias  just  before  entering  school  at  five  years. 

The  quadruple  vaccine  which  includes  the  Salk  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
combined  with  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanias  vaccine  is 
occasionally  used  by  general  practitioners. 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  acute  poliomyelitis  includes 
all  persons  up  to  age  of  forty  years  and  certain  priority  groups  above 
that  age,  who  are  likely  to  be  exposed  to  special  risks  of  infection. 
Almost  all  iinmunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  by  mouth  with  a 
modified  live  virua  suspended  in  syrup  or  dropped  on  to  sugar.  A  re¬ 
inforcing  dose  by  mouth  is  given  to  children  when  they  enter  school. 

Primary  vaccination  against  smallpox  for  babies  is  performed 
between  twelve  montlis  and  twentyfour  months  as  advised  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  as  being  the  safest  age  for  this  procedure.  The  xnultipressure 
technique  is  used  in  most  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Although  a  mild  disease  now  scarlet  fever  is  still  notifiable. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Measles 

V.liilst  1  965  v/as  an  epidemic  year  for  measles  only  nine  cases  v/ere 
notified  compared  with  1  05  in  1  9^4.  I  feel  most  of  the  1  05  cases 
notified  in  the  latter  part  of  19^4  were  part  of  the  1  9&5  ''epidemic" . 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year. 

At  five  years  old  school  entrants  are  tested  for  tuberculosis  by 
the  Heaf  skin  test.  Very  f ew  positives  are  found  and  no  positive 
child  was  found  to  have  active  tuberculosis.  This  testing  is  useful 
as  it  may  give  a  lead  to  a  relative  who  has  not  been  diagnosed  as 
tuberculous.  At  thirteen  years  of  age  school  children  are  re-tested 
by  the  Heaf  test.  If  still  negative  they  are  offered  vaccination 
against  tuberculosis  with  B.C.G. 

Pood  Poisoning 

Xn  June  there  was  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  following  an 
excursion  to  London  Airport  arranged  by  the  Workshops  Social  Club  at 
Bovington  Camp.  Ten  persons  from  the  Borough  went  on  the  trip  and 
all  suffered  from  food  poisoning  afterwards.  Infected  food  must  have 
been  consumed  at  the  restaurant  where  all  the  party  had  lunch  on  Sunday 
20th.  June,  near  London  Airport.  Most  of  the  cases  developed  eighteen 
hours  afterwards .  Pood  handlers  agreed  to  stop  work  with  food,  and 
resumed  such  v/ork  after  specimens  v/ere  proved  to  be  negative  bacterio- 
logically.  Clinically  the  infection  resembled  a  salmonella  infection, 
but  no  organism  was  isolated  from  any  of  the  cases.
